The name of this company and the 
character of its product are not pub¬ 
lished at this time, at the request of 
the ^Publicity Committee, for obvious 
reasons. 

Many thousands of advertising en¬ 
velopes and illustrated folders have 
been mailed by the committee during 
the past few weeks. 

New subscriptions are being made to 
the publicity fund, and subscribers are 
making their payments promptly, but 


it is urged that more names be added 
to the list, as the money will be needed 
to keep up the active work. Every 
factory added to those here at present 
means that much more prosperity to 
this industrial city.

He said he had a very enjoyable trip 
with his family and Phil Fahey and 
Dr. W. G. Beattie of Colrna with their 
families to Black Diamond, Contra 
Costa County, last Sunday. They 
were the guests of James Fay, and 
were taken in a launch up both the 
Ban Joaquin and Sacramento rivers. 

Superintendent F. P. Edwards of 
the Bouth Ban Francisco Power and 
Light Company, the lirst of the week 
ordered the 40-watt Tungsten lamps 
and brackets, to be used in lighting 
this city under contract with the City 
Trustees.

Grand Avenue Is to Be Rolled Before 
Macadam Is Put On—Inspector Is 
to Be Appointed 


The City Board of Trustees held a 
short session last Monday night. All 
the members were present. 

A petition was received from Frank 
Montoya, a baker, asking for a rebate 
of $8 on his merchants’ license tax, he 
having gone out of business^. 

Upon motion of Trustee McSweeney, 
seconded by Trustee Hickey, the re¬ 
quest was granted. 

A petition was received from C. C. 
Conrad, asking for a rebate of $2 on a 
dog license ta^, he having paid $4 for 
one year when by a change in the ordi¬ 
nance only six months tax was due. 

Upon motion of Trustee Hickey, 
seconded by Trustee Edwards, the re¬ 
quest was granted. 

A communication was received from 
Attorney Henry Ward Brown explain¬ 
ing an ordinance he had prepared for 
the city, giving it power to take over 
the local lire department apparatus 
that is at present under the control of 
the Bouth Ban Francisco Fire District 
Commission. 

Action on the ordinance was laid 
over until a petition could be prepared 
asking the County Board of Super- 
visors to disincorporate the present j 
(ire district. 

A communication was received from 
the Bleiger Terra Cotta and Lottery 
Co., of Ban Francisco, stating that it 
would contribute to the factory side¬ 
walk fund in proportion to the num¬ 
ber of men that company employed. 

On Wednesday, the company agreed 
to contribute $80 to the fund. This 
makes the factory contributions to the 
fund as follows: Western Meat Com¬ 
pany, $175; W. P. Fuller & Co., $100; 
Bteiger Terra Cotta and Pottery Co., 
$80 and Pacific Jupiter Bteel Co., $75, 
making a total of $430. The lowest 
bid for building the sidewalk being 
$519, it is expected the City Trustees 
will allow the balance of $89 so as to 
have the work done immediately. 

A communication was received from 
J. I). Goodwin, secretary of the new 
Bouth Ban Francisco Athletic Club, 
thanking the City Trustees for allow¬ 
ing that organization to use llie^Jity 
Trustees’ room for meeting purposes, 
on payment of light expense. 

Accepted and ordered placed on lile. 

Contractor A. I*. Bcott, who has the 
contract with the city to macadamize 
the north side of Grand Avenve, sug¬ 
gested to the board that it enter into 
an extra contract with him to roll the 
avenue when it is subgraded, and be¬ 
fore rock is placed upon it. The work 
to be done for $99, to the satisfaction of 
the street committee. 

City Attorney. 'Styles prepared a 
resolution to that eliect, and upon 
motion of Trustee McSweeney, sec¬ 
onded by Trustee Hickey, it was unan¬ 
imously adopted by roll call. 

Trustee Hickey stated that com¬ 
plaints had been made to him that 
workmen employed to fix the Ban 
Bruno road south of Grand Avenue 
had wasted considerable time and done 
little work. 

Trustee McSweeney of the street 
committee and Superintendent of 
Streets Kneese reported that the work 
had been discontinued and the men 
discharged. 

Chairman Hynding suggested that 
an inspector should be appointed by 
the board to look after the interests of 
the people while the work on Grand 
Arenue was progressing. The n&me 
of M. F. Healy was mentioned for the 
position. 

Clerk Smith was instructed to notify 


Mr. Healy to be present at an infor¬ 
mal meeting of the board on the fol¬ 
lowing Thursday evening. 

Trustee Gaerdes suggested that plans 
and specifications should be prepared 
for the purpose of putting cement 
curbings on both sides of Grand Ave¬ 
nue, from Maple Avenue to the South¬ 
ern Pacific depot. 

Clerk Smith was directed to confer 
with the city authorities at Redwood 
City and Santa Clara and endeavor to 
obtain copies of specifications for simi¬ 
lar work. 

The following claims against the 
city were then allowed: C. E. Moore, 
surveying city for grades and sewer 
system and preparing maps and pro¬ 
files for same, $350; Bouth Ban Fran¬ 
cisco Water Company, water for 
sprinkling purposes, $23.50; Bouth Ban 
Francisco Power and Light Company, 
lighting streets and hall for Septem¬ 
ber and October, $83.20; Bouth City 
Pharmacy, fumigation material, $2.50; 
A. T. Smith, labor,$6b.54; Chas. John¬ 
son, labor, $4; same, paint, $2.70; hall 
rent, $10; Clerk W. .1. Smith,fees, $13; 
Marshal H. W. Kneese, fees, $14.25; 
Frank Kelly, labor, $20; George A. 
Kneese, cross-sectioning Grand Ave¬ 
nue, $25; P. Hillard, labor, $37; Gus 
Sanders, labor, $4; Bouth City Print¬ 
ing Company, printing, $23; The En¬ 
terprise, advertising, $10.50; Bank of 
Bouth Ban Francisco, safe deposit box 
rent and key, $4; Bouth City Lumber 
and Supply Company, lumber and 
rock, $89.04. 

Citizen Fred Brown called the board’s 
attention to a stump in the sidewalk 
on the north side of Grand Avenue, be¬ 
tween Maple and Spruce, stating that 
it was dangerous at night. 

Superintendent of Streets Kneese 
was directed to have the stump re¬ 
moved. 

At the suggestion of Chairman 
Hynding, and upon motion of Trustee 
Hickey, seconded by Truste^ Gaerdes, 
the chairman was authorized to have 
the city’s sprinkling cart insured for 
the sum. of $300. 

Insurance Agent A. McSweeney was 
asked to prepare a policy in that sum.

Slush No Bar to Flames. 

The deepest of the holes was so deep 
that it took 8.000 tons of the slush to 
fill it. But ten times that much would 
have proved unavailing. The flames 
went right through the slush the same 
as if it had been so much combustible ] 
material. 

In December, 1908, the fire went 
through the last of the mud defenses 
and brought Mr. Lathrop to the de¬ 
cision that only one thing could save 
the main coal deposit.

This was to be built exactly ou the 
same lines as the fireproof wall that 
guards a dwelling—for instance, a the¬ 
ater. 

Only in this case was presented the 
enormously difficult project of sinking 
such a w r all 175 feet deep into the 
earth. It bad to be twelve feet thick 
to make sure that no flame could get 
through it, and in order to make a 
long enough contact to the flames, 
something that they could not work 
around, it was necessary to have 1,050 
feet of it, or nearly one-fifth of a mile. 

In some places it was found that 175 
feet of depth was not enough, and the 
wall had to be carried down to a depth 
of 247 feet. 

The building of this w r all was a he¬ 
roic task. Shafts were sunk, and then 
the cut was walled up on all sjdes with 
cement. 

The flre was only 400 feet a way' 
when the work started. The engineers 
recognized that this was too close for 
safety, but they had no choice, for if 
the wall had been built any farther 
away it would not have cut off the 
main body of the coal basin and hence 
would have been useless as a barrier. 

Therefore all the risks had to be 
borne. As soon as the first shafts were 
sunk they created a draft that carried 
the fire literally roaring toward the 
barrier line. 

Fire Fighters Overcome. 

The ground was so shattered that it 
seemed almost like cutting through 
quicksand. The rocks through which 
the men had to cut became so hot that 
a miner could not touch them with his 
bare hands. An insidious gas came 
through the cracks in the rock, and it 
filled all the shafts. Lights would not 
burn in it, and men who were subject¬ 
ed to its fumes quickly collapsed. 

When this fire damp first began its 
work it created panic, and volunteers 
could not be induced to go down into 
the shafts. Undefeated, President La¬ 
throp immediately installed powerful 
ventilating machinery, and a field hos¬ 
pital on the ground was equipped with 
the most powerful restoratives. 

Thirty minutes at a time was all 
that a man could stand in the shaft, 
and so every half hour the force at 
work had to be changed, and even 
with this precaution there were fre¬ 
quent cases of prostration. But so well 
did the hospital force work that not a 
single death occurred in the midst of 
the entire operation. 

The work of excavation is practical¬ 
ly completed. The line of shafts aud 
the open cut have been filled up with 
fireproof material. The alternating 
shafts have been sunk and filled up. 
There is a fireproof wall 700 feet long, 
12 feet thick, running from the top of 
the hill where the coal outcrops to 
the last shaft, which at a depth of 175 
feet reaches the permanent water level. 
From this shaft to the boundary of 
the coal seam, 247 feet below the sur¬ 
face, a tunnel is being driven. This 
will cut the lower coal seam iu two, 
leaving not a scrap of combustible ma¬ 
terial. 

When the tunnel is cut through it 
will be walled up with cement and 
filled with mud. This will make the 
flre wall 1,050 feet over its total length, 
700 of which goes to the surface of 
the ground and is in some places 175 
feet from its top base under ground. 

The cost of the work is estimated 
at $250,000. but if it does its work, 
and there are 110 misgivings on this 
point, it will save a four hundred mil¬ 
lion ton coal filled field and extinguish 
a fire that has burned for fifty years 
in the recesses of the earth. 

CARRIED FAMOUS MESSAGE. 

Rowan, Who Brought Word From 
Garcia, to Leave Army. 

Major Andrew S. Rowan is to retire 
from the army on his own application 
on Dec. 1 next. Major Rowan is 
known popularly all over the land by 
reason of his feat in the spring of 
1898 of penetrating Cuba to tbe fast¬ 
nesses of General Calixto Garcia for 
the purpose of giving to General Gar¬ 
cia a message from this government 
and of ascertaining whether the Cuban 
army could co-operate with the army 
of the United States. Rowan also got 
from the Cubans points as to the avail¬ 
able landing places for the American 
forces and arranged for a meeting 
later. Ilis mission was perilous, the 
more so because news that he had 
beeu dispatched upon it somehow came 
to be published soon after he had 
started, and the Spaniards were on the 
alert to intercept him. 

After visiting Garcia, Rowan made 
his way with a trusty aid furnished to 
him by General Garcia to the north 
coast of Cuba, whence they sailed in 
an open boat to New Providence. 
There they got to a small schooner 
bound for Key West. W’hen news of 
Rowan’s safe arrival home Nvas pub¬ 
lished there were great enthusiasm and 
admiration for him all over the coun¬ 
try. and the late George H. Daniels 
fanned the patriotic flames by scatter¬ 
ing over the land the “Message to Gar¬ 
cia,” written by Elbert Hubbard.

San Mateo County, 
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^ hen this paper advocates the 
appointment of a Highway Com 
mission by the Board of Super¬ 
visors ol San Mateo County, such 
advocacy in no wise calls in ques¬ 
tion the fitness of thecounty super- 
>hsoj's in any way for the discharge 
of the duties of the supervisorial 
office. 

1 his paper stands for the ap¬ 
pointment of a Highway Com-1 
mission solely on the ground that 
the people of the State of Cdlifor- 
nia through their chosen legisla¬ 
tive representatives, including the 
legislators elected by the people of 
San Mateo County, framed and 
enacted into law the act known as 
the Highway Commission Act. 

W hy was this act passed by the 
people’s representatives ? The only 
possible answer is, that the peo¬ 
ple’s representatives regarded all 
existing laws md methods of pro¬ 
cedure for the construction of 
modern improved highways as 
fatally defective and therefore 
framed and passed the Highway 
Commission Act to cure such de¬ 
fect or defects. 

Phis is the entire case reduced 
to the briefest possible form. 

The Highway Commission Act 
stands on the statute books in full 
force and effect, entitled to the 
respect of every citizen in or out of 
office. Acting under the authority 
of the law, the people of San Mateo 
County have presented to their 
Board of Supervisors, not only the 
number of names of legally quali¬ 
fied petitioners icquired by the 
law, but about double the number 
the law requires, and have asked 
the Board of Supervisors to appoint 
a Highway Commission, as pro¬ 
vided by law. The stand this 
paper takes is that the supervisors, 
as law abiding and law respecting 
citizens and officials, have no 
choice other than to grant the re¬ 
quest of the legal petition before 
them and appoint a H igh way'Com 


mission.

It is reasonably certain that the 
City of San Francesco will in the 
near future own its own water sys¬ 
tem and draw its main water sup 


Alameda and Berkeley have been 
mentioned.’ Nothing has been 
said about including San Mateo 
County or any portion thereof. 

Assuming that the Spring Valley 
Company’s properties are to be 
purchased-and made a part of the 
proposed water system, then and 
in that event, the inclusion of San 
Mateo County, or the larger portion 
of it, will be of much more import¬ 
ance than any territory on the 
East side of the Bay. 

The fact that the watershed of 
San Mateo County furnishes so 
; large portion of the present 
water supply of San Francisco, and 
that so large a proportion of the 
capital of the Springe-Valley Water 
Company is represented by its- 
chain of lakes, big water mains, 
leservoirs, pumping plants and 
lands within San Mateo County 
makes the importance of this 
County as part of the propos¬ 
ed big metropolitan water district 
obvious. 

The distributing plant of the 
Spring \ alley Water Company 
within the city limits of San Fran¬ 
cisco, is essential to any city 
water system and the purchase of 
this portion of the Spring Valley 
property will probably cost nearly 
as much as it would to include in 
such purchase all the properties of 
said Company in San Mateo 
County. 

Furthermore, the people of San 
Mateo County will not be forever 
content to have the water they 
use supplied by private corpora¬ 
tions, nor will they willingly see 
the water from the watershed of 
this county diverted to supply the' 
people of another city and county 
when the time comes, as come it 
must, when every drop of water 
lrom the San Mateo County 
watershed w ill be absolutely 
necessary in supplying the swarm¬ 
ing and constantly increasing pop¬ 
ulation of this Peninsula with the 
one prime factor required to sup¬ 
port human life. 

With San Mateo County includ¬ 
ed in the proposed Bay Cities 
water district, all the Spring 
Valley properties on this side of 
the Bay could go in a lump into 
the new water system. 

This is a matter of the first im¬ 
portance to the City of San Fran¬ 
cisco as well as to the towns and 
people of this Peninusula. 

This big issue, pregnant with 
the future weal of all the inhabit¬ 
ants prospective as well as present 
on this side of ttye Bay, from San 
Francisco to San .lose, knocks at 
the door.

HOOKWORM, FOE 
OF SOUTHERNERS 

Oisease to Be Fought by Rock- 
- eteller’s Million. 

DESCRIBED BY DISCOVERER. 


It Will Take Twenty Years to Eradi¬ 
cate Malady, Says Dr. Stiles—Crip¬ 
ples Its Victims Bodily and Mentally. 
Can Be Cured Easily. 

According to Dr. Charles W. Stiles, 
the discoverer of the hookworm dis¬ 
ease, to eradicate which John D. Rock¬ 
efeller has given $1,000,000, the mal¬ 
ady is confined almost exclusively to 
the southern states—chietiy to the rural 
districts. It can be easily cured and 
easily prevented. Yet thousands of 
southern country school children are 
dwarfed bqfh physically and mentally 
by this malady. 

“Children who attend rural schools 
in the south are in many instances so 
enfeebled by the disease that they die 
before coming of age.” says Dr. Stiles. 
“The south is educating rural children 
between the ages of six and twelve 
and burying them before they are 
twenty-one. thus putting their educa¬ 
tion into the grave. 

Cause of Poverty and Distress. 

“Hookworm disease is one of the 
principal causes—by far the most im¬ 
portant single cause—of the wretched 
physical, mental and financial condi¬ 
tion of the ‘tenant whites’ of the 
south. It is not their fault that they 
are lazy, shiftless and lacking in am¬ 
bition. ' 

“By reason of their lack of decent 
sanitary conveniences many of the 
country schools and country churches 
in the south are breeding places for 
this malady. Whatever they may do 
for education and religion, they are In 
their present condition a menace to 
public health. 

The Real “Negro Problem.” 

“The real acute ‘negro problem’ in 
the south at the present moment is 
the problem of the hookworm, for 
the negro is the principal scatterer of 
the parasite, propagating and dissemi¬ 
nating it wherever he goes. The white 
people are the sufferers, particularly 
the tenant whites. 

“The south does not need a higher 
birth rate, but a lower death rate. In¬ 
cidentally, if the hookworm mischief j 
were wiped out the labor problem of 
the south would be solved by saving 
the children. 

“The leaders in southern thought are 
showing an acute interest in this sub¬ 
ject and are co-operating in a move¬ 
ment to better the conditions of their 
much misunderstood, misinterpreted 
and misrepresented neighbors who tire 
in less favorable financial -circum- 1 
stances. Southern physicians, espe¬ 
cially the state boards of health, are 
alive to the subject, and many physi¬ 
cians are giving fr6e -treatment for 1 
this disease. The better class of south¬ 
ern newspapers are taking a live in- J 
terest in the matter and are spreading I 
the doctrine of proper sanitation. 

Will Take Years to Eradicate It. 

“The difficulties of the situation 
should not, however, be underestimat¬ 
ed. It will take twenty years to erad- ' 
icate the disease, but results should 
begin to show themselves iu about five 
years.”

THE TROUBLE IN GREECE. 


MRS. HARRIMAN, 
BUSINESS WUMAN 

Will Personally Direct Her 
Great Fortune. 

SHE HAS LEASED AN OFFICE. 


Failure of Hellenic C-? use In Crete Has 
Brought About Disturbance. 

The cause of the uaval revolt in 
Greece which led to the fight at his¬ 
toric Salamis is to be found probably 
in the recent failure of the Greek cause 
in Crete when the powers upon Tur¬ 
key’s protest removed the Hellenic 
flag which had been hoisted in Kanea. 

1 For this failure to secure Crete for 
j Greece the blame was popularly laid 
to governmental inefficiency, and as 
a result several weeks ago two bat¬ 
talions of troops at Athens mutinied. 
Retiring to the suburbs, they demand¬ 
ed the surrender of the high places 
held in the army by Crown Prince Con¬ 
stantine. commander in chief of the 
Greek army; Prince Andrew, a cap¬ 
tain of cavalry, and Prince Christo¬ 
pher, a sublieutenant in the infantry. 

The cause of the malcontents was 
espoused by the powerful Military 
league, which on Oct. 15 forced the 
chamber of deputies to vote a meas¬ 
ure abolishing the right of the crown 
prince to hold the post of commander 
in chief and of the other princes to 
hold military commands. King George 
earlier in the day having persuaded 
his sons, the Princes Constantine, 
George. Nicholas and Christopher, to 
resign their commissions. Before the 
passage of the military bills in the 
chamber of deputies thirty royalist 
members showed their disapproval by 
withdrawing from the chamber. These 
loyalists insisted that the Military 
league was determined to force the 
king to abdicate. 

To some observers it seemed that 
the crisis had been postponed by the 
retirement of the princes, but to all it 
was evident that it was likely to grow 1 
acute again if the Cretans returned j 
deputies to the chamber at the next 
election. / 

Meanwhile the Military league, not I 
satisfied with the humiliation of the 
royal family, issued an ultimatum de¬ 
manding the enactment within twenty- 
four hours of an ordinance suspending 
all promotion for five years, the aboli¬ 
tion of the post of rear admiral, Here¬ 
tofore held by Prince George, together 
with two vice admiralships and fifteen 
positions of lesser rank. The premier 
offered a compromise in the form of 
a bill altering the age limit for super¬ 
annuation from sixty-five years to fifty- 
eight years. This was not satisfactory 
to the league, and thirty naval officers I 
retired to the island of Salamis, upon 
which is situated the arsenal which 
these officers seized and where pre- ' 
vious to the engagement between the ; 
$leet and their torpedo boats they in- I 
trenched themselves.

direct the destinies of these great prop¬ 
erties and who will give the final de¬ 
cision on all disputed questions that 
may arise. 

Mrs. Harriman has leased offices on 
Fifth avenue directly opposite the new 
public library. Her offices will oc¬ 
cupy the greater part of the second 
floor of the building. 

She is the largest individual stock¬ 
holder in the Union Pacific and South¬ 
ern Pacific railroad, the Wells Fargo 
Express company and a large stock¬ 
holder in many other corporations.

So Says Professor Fisher, Ex¬ 
pert on Longevity. 


$250,000,000,000 OUR VALUE 


Yale Statistician Gives That Figure as 
Worth of Lives to the Nation—Prus¬ 
sia Far Ahead of Us In the Matter 
of Conserving Life. 

Human life is increashfg In length 
at a very rapid rate, but the span will 
have to go on increasing for a long 
time before it becomes even normal, 
for the human being ought to live to 
about 150 years if he did himself jus¬ 
tice, says Professor Irving Fisher of 
Yale in a remarkable study which has 
just been issued by the national con¬ 
servation commission. The commis¬ 
sion believes that t lie greatest asset of 
society is human life. 

Professor Fisher in a book of 120 
pages says that after most careful 
study of vitality and health statistics 
he concludes that about 350 years ago 
the average span of life began to in¬ 
crease, and it has been gaining ever 
since. At the end of the seventeenth 
century the average life was about 
four years longer than at its begin¬ 
ning. At the end of the eighteenth 
another four years had been added to 
the average Then came the nine¬ 
teenth with its great strides in science 
in all departments. In the first three- 
quarters of that century the average 
length of life increased at the rate of 
about nine years to the century. 

Prussia Far Ahead of Us. 

But iu the last generation the in¬ 
crease has been faster than ever be¬ 
fore. in Massachusetts the average 
length of human life is now increasing 
at the rate of about fourteen years 
per century. Yet Massachusetts is not 
making so good a record as is present¬ 
ed for Europe, as a whole, where the 
present increase is at the rate of sev¬ 
enteen years in a century. Prussia, the 
land of greatest advance in medical, 
surgical and hygienic science, is in¬ 
creasing its average longevity at the 
rate of twenty-seven years per cen 
tury. 

Professor Fisher quotes the result of 
Metehnikoff’s investigations to sustain 
the contention that a normal age for 
men should be about 150 years. Metch- 
nikoff found that mammals generally 
lived about five times the period de¬ 
voted to growing. The one exception 
is man. The growing period of man is 
about thirty years. Therefore if he 
should lengthen his life up to the aver¬ 
age of other mammals it would be 
about 150 years. Professor Fisher does 
not think that 150 years will be by any 
means an impossible attainment when 
the unexplored possibilities of science, 
sanitation and social betterment are 
developed. 

Century and Half Not Impossible. 

The present average age at which 
people die of old age after having been 
fortunate enough to dodge automo¬ 
biles. diphtheria, tuberculosis, hunger 
and the other causes of death is stat¬ 
ed as eighty-three years. 

The economic value of human life 
and the advantage to the social whole 
in increasing its length are discussed 
most entertainingly by Professor Fish¬ 
er. He points out that the sustaining 
of youth and old age is a tremeudftus 
onus on the producing capacity of so¬ 
ciety. As civilization becomes more 
complex a longer period must be giv¬ 
en to preparation for the real work, 
consequently there is need for a com¬ 
pensating length of the period within 
which the individual, having thus been 
prepared at the social expense, may 
work for society in order to repay its 
investment in him. 

Professor Fisher summarizes the va¬ 
rious statistical estimates that have 
been made of the economic value of a 
human life. The American nation is 
credited with the ownership of $l(J7,- 
000.000,000 worth of property, but Pro¬ 
fessor Fisher reaches the conclusion 
that the human beings are economical¬ 
ly worth somewhat more than $250,- 
000,000,000 more in addition to this. 

How a Life Grows In Value. 

In the first year of existence the 
economic value of a life is only $00, 
because the infant life involves the 
great burden of the long preparation 
for a period of producing usefulness. 
From this year on the average value 
of a life increases until it reaches its 
maximum at thirty years, when it is 
$4,200 for the average American life. 
At that age the period of preparation 
is past, the time of greatest producing 
capacity is fairly being entered, and 
the expectation of life Is large. 

Every immigrant coming into this 


country is worth $875, says Professor 
Fisher. That is the minimum figure, 
representing the labor value. The ar¬ 
rival of 1.000.000 immigrants adds to 
the wealth of the nation $875,000,000. 

PARIS NOT SO VERY GAY. ' 


Can’t Hold a Candle to New York, !n 
Magoon’s Opinion. 

According to Charles E. Magoon, for¬ 
mer governor of Cuba. American dip¬ 
lomat and globe trotter of many years’ 
standing, Paris, with all its reputed 
gayety and folly, is not to be com¬ 
pared in these respects with New 
Y’ork. 

“New Y’ork is a bigger place in every 
way.” says Mr. Magoon. "Her build¬ 
ings are bigger, her people are busier, 
and her lights—why. there is no com¬ 
parison between the lighted thorough¬ 
fares of Paris and those of New Y’ork. 

“The glare of Broadway has no 
equal in the world, and the promenades 
of Paris, with their centuries of fame, 
are not to be compared with America’s 
great Broadway. 

“And as for the hotels—everybody 
knows that New York hotels are big¬ 
ger and better than anything in the 
world and infinitely better living 
places than the hotels of the French 
capital. 

“The night life of Paris is that of a 
remote village compared with a night
